You have thcrcfcre no Occafion to be fo much 
afiaid of what is generally underftood to be a Suf- 
penfioa of the Mabeas Corpus A&, as you imaginlSf ; 
for when a Man can be accufed of no higher Crime 
4teui publifinng what Minifters may fuppofe 
to be a falfe, fcandalous, and feditious Libel^ 
his Charge is Bailable, and if a Secretary of 
State (bould refufe to admit him to Bail, or 
infift upon anreafonable Bail, he may now as be- 
fore fue for his Habeas Corpus^ which the Judge 
applied to muft grants or render himfelf liable to 
the Penalty inflidted upon Judges denying any Ha^ 
beas Corpus by that Ad required to be granted,

of a Libel. If Minifters had fuch a Power we 
ihould be Slaves indeed ) for no Man can be call'd 
free whofe Liberty depends upon the .Whim of a 
Secretary of State, or any other Perfon whalfoeven 
But our Minifters have no fuch Power : By thia 
A&, they may detain, but they muft legally com- 
mit; that is, before they commit any Perfon for 
Sufpicion of Treafon, or treafonable Pra^ftices, 
they muft have an Information upon Oath 5 and 
that Information muft fet forth fuch overt Adls or 
Pradices as may afford a reafonable Ground for 
fuch a Sufpicion. Therefore if aSecretary of State 
ihould conunit a Man for Sufpicion of'^Treafon, 
or treafonable Pradices, without any fuch Infor<- 
mation, or when the Information reached no far- 
ther than the Publication of a Libel, fuch Secre- 
tary would be liable to an Adion or Profecution 
of falfc Iiiiprifonment, and moreover, he would 
be liable to a Profecution in Parliament for oppref^ 
fing the Liberty of the Subjeft. 

Now, Sir, as the Defign of your Paper is fo 
awaken the Publick^ and dire^ its Attention to fucb 
Meafures as it is the common Inter ejl to affiji or op^ 
prfe^ I hope you will purfue that Delign without 
any Fear of being committed for Su^icion of 
Treafon, or treafonable Pradices. Minifters may 
think it Treafon to oppofe their Meafures, or to 
awaken the Publick, wnen diey are refolved to lull 
it aileep; but neither the King, the Parliament,

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dor the P^plc can ever look upon this as a Trca— 
fonaWe Pradkc, On the Contrary, when the 
Nation is in fuch Panger both abroad and at home, 
it borders, I think, upon Treafon to endeavour 
to hill U6 ailMp by felfe Stories, or by concealing 
Fa<as or Qrcumftances that may ferve to gWe us 
a true Idea of our Danger ; therefore, I am con- 
vinced, none of our Minifters can fall into any 
fuch Miftake,- whatever our fycophant News- 
Writers, may be guilty of. 
' The Rebels are now, to our great Joy, driven^; 
into a Reinote Corner of the Ifland, but they are' 
hotyet drivttidut: They are ftill poffefled of a 
large Trad "of Country, and in a Condition to re- 
cei veSupplies and Reinforcements from our foreign 
Enemies.

^be likfe may be expcded in other Countries, 
wh«e the People are^ not fb depraved as to be in- 
different, '\vhcm6r tbeir Country is ki profperous 
iand;afSudnt, or' iii -depidr^ble and impoverifhed 
Circumftarices. All that feeras requiflte to pro- 
duce fuch an EfFedt is, to imprefs on the MindS 
of the People, by fome fuitable Reprefpntation, 
within the Reach oi every one's Intelligence, the 
Calamities which* muft attend intieftine Diforders. 

It has been generally thought, that the Parties 
which have too long afHifted Great Britairiy bore 
a near Refemblance4o D^m^y-i in the Body; 
and if we review their EiFe<fls, without having 
Recourfe to Hiftory, ' jot- Diflertationsi . we fhall 
obferve a furprifing Similitude. Parties and Di- 
ftempers both undermine the Conftituti'on, both 
are incompatible w3th Vigour/ and equally tend 
to aDiflblution. A Man wpuld be thought void 
of Senfation who diofe rather to drive out one 
Diforder by another e^ally painful, than to cure 
himfelf of both J and void of conmion Senfe, if 
he pneferif d having many Diftempers together. 
A Body fubjea to Bifcafes fhouid be fteadily 
kept to a Conftituticmal Regimen, fiiited gradual- 
fy to diniinifh, if not to aboliffi, at once, the 
prevuiling cormpt Difpofitkm^ But Men iure apt 

tQ 
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to attempt a Compofition, and imagine what ig 
palatable cannot be hurtful, if it alleviates the in- 
ihnt Acrimony of the thent reigning Diforder. 
Yet this Miftake produces Coalitions of Parties, 
and Complications of Diftempers, where there is 
a perpetual Struggle which ihall predominate ; 
the Conteft is, which fhall over-power, and the 
Patient is tortured with inteftine Commotions, 
ending in Corruption and geneml Morti6cation. 

The People of this Country, being of late too 
much addided to foreign Spirits, and generally 
intoxicated, are fubjed to frequent Diforders of 
the Intejlines ; and as in thefe Qrcumftances the 
LiVEK is the Inteftine moft to be attended to, 
fincc if Corruption be once rooted there, no Rer 
medy can work a Cure, I muft intreat my Coun- 
trymen to keep a ^watchful Eye over their JLiver. 
That they may ikilfully attend to it for the fu- 
ture, and fpeedily amend what has pafs'd, I (hall 
offer to their Confideration a ihort Account of 
the Liver, and of a Diforder or two which af- 
fed it. 

The Liver, altho* inferior to the Head, yet 
being next the Heart, wa€ by the Latins call'd 
yecur as Juxta Cor^ and. there, was by that free 
People fix'd the Principle of Love. Cogit amare 
yecur. Some Greek Slaves who pradifed Phy- 
lick deny'd this, and called the Livqr Parenchy- 
ma or Profujion. And could they have proved 
that Prpfiifion was the infeparable Property of all 
Livers, th^ Confequence would have been cer- 
tain, that the Principle of.

The leaft Attack of an acute 
Diftemper ftrikes td the Heart, a South Wind 
produces Tremors, and the North Wind Con^ 
vulfions. The Ignorant apprehend that the Head 
is difordered, but the Learned iuiow that the Lt^ 
ver i» obftruAed. 

The firft Sympton in this Cafe is intehfe Thirft, 
generally foreboding a Shortnefs bf Breathing, a 
load of Water within preflcs upon the Parts, yet 
no Quantity from without can allay the conftant 
Craving ; the more is ^ven, the more is wanted, 
and the Danger of Suffocation increafed. There 
is a remarkaUe Inftance, taken notice of in the 
Phikfophical T^fanfaStionSy of one Thungy who

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cvpkted dioaked through vfont of Strength to 
wafte mote. In this Difteniper the Body is ema- 
ciated^ but the Jbdomen prodigioufly fwelled i 
and though it looks very confiderable and might 
impofe upon the Unfkilful, yet the Deceit may 
be eafily difcovercd by it*s tnie Diagnojiick^ when 
it will pity by this Mark, and the (hew c^ great 
Sjipport^ a broad Bottom has been difcovered to be 
*really a Diftemper which made the Perfon afFefted 
only require ^greater Place. 

This Difeafe is generally deemed incurable; it 
is true, that tapping, or forcing out, has been of 
Service infbme Cafes j but this was where the Parts 
adminiftring to the Liver were difordered, and 
then indeed the fTtf/^ is of fin^lar Ufe ; yet, as 
it muft be often repeated, and is apt todifturb the 
Head, I am rather rnclihed to revive the ancient 
Practice, ?uid after orice Tapping, purfae the Dif- 
eafe with ftrong Enieticks<to caufe plentiful dif- 
gorging ; by this means a Cure may be performed, 
and Suffocation avoided. .However, neither of 
thefe will anfwer the End where the Liver is cor- 
rupted. ' : 

A Tympany is a DifcM^der often confounded 
with the former, they agree in many Symp- 
toms;, but a Tympany is rather the moft trou- 
blefome, it may be called a repletion of Empti- 
nefs.

The Author muft know, that Sheriffs had 
been made, who for certain Sums of Money^ 
had undertaken to pack a Parliament. By this 
Parliament all the Robberies, all the Oppreflions 
of the Minifters, had been approved. — If the 
Nation had trufted again, the Court would have 
had Time by a Regular Syftem of Corruption^ 
to have made Parliaments the Inftruments of the 

People's Servitude. Arbitrary Power would 

have been eftabliihed by Law^ and the Nation 
would have been awed into Obedience by a Stand'^' 
ing Army; for our HiftoriansafTure us, that fuch 
a Thing was defigned, nor indeed^ could iiich a 
Government fubfift without it. 

I will allow, tliat to alter the Sucecflibn of 
the Crown, in a Country where the Conftitu^ 
tion hath made it Hereditary, may occafion Civil 
Wars 5 but on the other Side, it may be alledged^ 
there is a Time, when Self-prefervation calls up- 
on a Nation as well as a private Man^ to take 
Care of his Life and Being, preferable to all 
dther Confiderations. 

The Cafe may be ftatedina few Words. ■ 
An Attempt is made to deftroy the Conftitution, 
the People call for the Punilhment of the Mini- 
fters and their Took; inftead of being puniflicd, 
they are fkreened, they are prote<aed, they^ are 
honoured, they are rewarded. — While Things 
are in this Situation, an Invafion is made. Then 
the Minifters call upon the People for their Af- 

fiftancc 
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fiftance againfl: the Invadors: That is to &y^ 
tiiey arc called upon to defend their Oppreffors. 
Which Party muft they take ? There are Ob- 
jedlions on both Sides. — If they aflift thofe in 
Power, and they prevail, the People forge their 
own Chains: If they join the other Side, they 
leave Room for a difputed Succefllon. They 
^en chofe the latter as the leaft Evil of the 
Two, and whether they did right or no, I fhall 
leave to be determined by others. 

The Minifters no doubt had a Party ; but of 
what did this Party confift ? Moft certainly of 
Placemen. Thofe that had made, and thoie that 
yirere making. Fortunes, by the Corruptions of 

the Times, had Reafon to dread a Change : • * 

An Impunity for all kind of Roguery in Office, 
may niake fomething that looks like a Party, 
and thdfenught give themfelves the Airs of land- 
ing by the Government. While Danger was at a 
Di^ance, they might make a Buflle with Ad- 
.drefles, and promife loudly, to Aand by the Go- 
vernment with their Lives and Fortunes ; but as 
foon as that approached, they would disappear, 
even as if they had never been,— -I fhould pity a 
Government that had none to Hand by it, but the. 
Robbers of the Publick. 

I believe there are Men ftill living, who are old.

of their Protefktions, and wifhed that Natctro 
had made Windows in their Breafts, that Hik 
Majefty might fee the Sincerity of their Hearts* i 
But I muft obferve that thefe very Men wcce^ 
at that ve^ Time, making Terms: With his 
Enemy. They were at diat Inftam betraying 
him, and in a Month after, they all deferted 
him. — Jn a Word he was addteued oat of his 
Throne. 

To retam to Richard. Had this unhappy Prince 
&rown himfelf in Tkne upon his Ptople; had "he 
ri^ed his Security in thofe who bravely told hitti^ 
That tilt pablick Exsunpl^ were made of all the 
Tools of Tyranny, and till aB (Srcivances were 
redreilkd, they would continue to oppof^ him : 
Had he, I fay, done Juftice to the Nation in 
Time, no Invaiidn Could have hurt hkti; he 
would have died upon the Throne of his An* 
oe^rs : But as he chofe rather to be the Head of 
k Gang' of Robbers, than King of fads People^ 
where is the Wcmder he was undDue. 

How did the Hungarians behave kt&ly upon the 
Death of the Emperor Charles the Sixth, whesk 
the Prbces of the Empire were dividiiig tbe Sue* 
ceffion of that Prince, and the Qaeen of MtM^ 
gary aj^lied to that People fc* Succour ?

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AM20:im that has been aeknowledged by all 
Ages : By Bestbens^ J^^h and Chrijlians -, ex- 
cept a few whc^ Heads have been difturbed and 
Underft^idings bewildered by Metaphyficks, w 
nther by tbe Depravity of their Hearts which 
xxi^tkes thena unwiUing to fee the Truth, 

This Infatuation or Dementation nmy be dif- 
covered in the CpnduG of Nations as well as 
jM-iyateMen. — — Of this I could give many Ex- 
^amples frona Hiftory^ but they are fo well known, 
that inftead thereof I iflball apply this Maxim to 
our own Times, in order to difcover from thence, 
whether, in our prefeftt Circumftances, we have 
Reaibn to ilippofe ouffelves the Favourites of 
Providoice, or the Objeds of its Vengeance. — 
Fcm: this Purpofe I fhall examine a little into the 
CiroMnftances we wer^ in when the prefait Re- 
bdUon firft broke out, ami the Condudl we have 
held fince that Time. 

For twenty Years vre have been complaining of 
Corruption bothin Parliamenjfe and at Eledionsj 
^md tm RepOTt of the late Secret Committee had 
fihewn^ that thefe Complaints were not Groundr 
lc6. Every .Man in the Kingdom had been 
made fenfible, juid every uncorrupted Man Qwn*d^ 
that by this Corruption our Liberties were in the 

^cateft Danger, Every Man faw, thgt if a 

Minijftcar fcould oacp^ have k m his Power to com- 
inand, by corrupt Means, a Minority of our Elec- 
tions, our Conftitution Would be irretrievably 
iindone. • — I ky irretrievably ; becaufe in fuch 
ar C^e we could recover it no other Way than 

by 
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by Arms, and this a corrapt Parliament woiuld 
take Care to prevent, by providing the Minifter 
with a fafficient mercenary Army. — • For pfe-- 
venting fuch a fatal Cataftrophe, Three remark^ 
able Bills for Motions had been feveral Times 
. brought into Parliament, and as often rejedled. 
I mean the Place Bill, the Penfion Bill, and the 
Repeal of the Septennial Aft. Several ad- 
ditional Remedies had been fuggefted, but thele 

three were particularly infifted tin. The 

whole Nation, I may fay, had called for them, 

but called in Vain. Almoft all our Coun-^ 

ties, great Cities, and populous Boroughs had 
inftruded their Members to Vote for them ; but 
many of them had found their Inftru£tions very 
litde regarded by thofe that called themfelves their 

Repr^fentatives. — Whether true or not, it 

was generally faid, that the Hopes of getting a 
Place, or the Fears of lofing one, had more 
Weight than their Inftru6tions; and the People 
had but juft found, upon two remarkable Oc-- 
cafions, that thofe who appeared their greateft 
Friends when out of Place, became bkewarm 
Friends, or perhaps open Enemieaas foon as pre- 
ferred. 

In thefe Circumftances where could the People 
apply? - — From whence could they expeft Re-* 

drcfs ? From the Throne, their kft and their 

fureft Refuge. They had, they ftill have a 

Prince there, who is always ready to give Ear to 
the Petitions of his People; and by our Conftitu- 
tion they have a right to petition the Throne. — 

Without 
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Without Information the King canjiot be fup- 
pofe4 to know their Grievances or Complaints, 
nor the Attack that may have been made upon 
the Conftitution by his Minifters ; and the moft 
certaip Method by which he can receive true In- 
formation is by regular Petitions or Addrefles from 

his Subjeds. If his Money or his Favours have 

been applied to make thofe the Slaves and Syco- 
phants of his Minifter, who ought to be, who 
by our Conftitution are defigned to be his moft 
faithful Counfellora, and moft difinterefted Ad- 
vifers, how can he know it, but by the Petitions 

and Addrefles of his People? He may have 

heard of Motions made in Parliament for a Place 
Bill, a Penfion Bill, or a Bill for Triennial or 
Annual Parliaments J but he may have been told, 
that thefe Motions were made by a Faction who 

wanted to force themfelves into his Service. 

He cannot know that fuch Bills are univerfally 
defired by his People; for the Inftrudtions fent 
to their Members cannot be fuppbfed to have 
ever been communicated to him. 

How then can our Sovereign know, that Cor- 
ruption is the general Complaint, and that fuch 
Bills as thefe for preventing it, are univerfally 

called for by his People ? By their Petitions, 

by their AddrefTes upon other Occafions he may 

be made acquainted with it. They cannot, 'tis 

true, petition or addrefs the King for fuch Bills 
pr Lajvs ; becaufe he has no Power to make any 
fudi Prppofitioa in Parliament, or to diredl the 
Members to agree to any fuch i bu^ the People 

may 
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may take occafion to let Mm know, that fuch 
Bills are wanted for bis own Sake as well as theirs^ 
and in that Cafe he may at kaft take Oare, that 
his Moi^y and his Favours IhaH ^K>t be made Ufe 
o£ for procuring their being rgefted. — . For this 
Purpde, the Peofde of tfris Kingdom had never 
a ttber Opportunity than when the prefcnt Re* 
beilion firft broke out. — -His Majefty had then 
Occafion for their Perfonsas well as their Purfes y 
and Addreflcs came from all Quarters, making 
him a Compliment of both. - — ~ Was not this a 
proper Opportunity for letting his Majefty know, 
that our happy ConftituticMi, upon the Preferva- 
tion of which the Securityof his Family depends, 
was in the utmoft Danger from the Progrefs of 
Corruption 5 and that the moft effei^ual Way for 
enabling him to defeat the prefent {Rebellion, as 
well as to prevent any future Rebellion, was to 
have fuch Laws paffcd, as (bould be deemed fuffi% 
cient for preventing Corruption in all Time to 
come. 

I fhall grant, that if the bringing in and pafEng 
of an efiedaial Place Bill, or Pcqfion B31, or a Bill 
for Annu^ or Triennial Parliaments, after the 
£xpirati(Mi of the prefent^ could haveretarded the 
Supplies, or any Ways prevented or poftponed 
bur taking pmper Meafotes for crufhing thepne- 
fent Rebellion, it woul4 have been very inaproper ' 
to have thought of any of tliem till a final Period 
ftiould be put to the Rebellion 5 but I defy any 
Man to (hew, ih^t fuch a Conrfequence could 
have enfued; and fifter th? Rebellion is crufhed, 

an4 
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and all Fears of an Invafion cvaniflied, I am much 
afraid, we fhall never be able to obtain from Mi- 
nifters Triumphant, what we could never obtain 
from Minifters in Diftrefs. 

Was it not then to have been cxpedled, that 
in every late Addrefs on Occafion of the Rebel- 
lion, fbme mention fliouldhave been made of the 
Danger we were expofed to from the EfFeifts of 

Corruption? Ought not the People to have 

mentioned their Fears of being made corrupt 
Slaves, as well as their Fears of being made Popifh

THAT Learning has not met with a due 
Encouragement in the Englijh Nation for 
many Years paft, was one of the Complaints 
which were made againft Sir Robert Wai-- 
pole's long Adminiftration, and has fince been 
urged with fome Acrimony againft his Succeflbrs, 
but in my Opinion, without any good Reafon. 
The dead Languages indeed, Greeks and Latin^ 
and thofe Arts and Sciences which do not contri- 
bute to the Improvement of our Mind in political 
Studies have been little regarded. But all ufeful 
Arts, fuph efpecially as have ferved to defend the 
Meafures of the Government, have ever been in 
high Efteem, and the Mafters and Profeffors of 
thofe Arts, who have attached themfelves to the 
Miniftry for the Time being, have been liberally 
rewarded. But among all the Men of Genius and 
Study the Orators have fucceeded beft, as their 
Talents have beft fuited the Purpofes and Exigen*- 
qics of the State. They have not only had from 
the Crown Titles, and Places, and Bifhopricks, 

and 
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been beftowed on them by the People, as muft 
neceflarily tranfmit their Names with Honour to 
Pofterity. 

I have two of thefe Gentlemeh now in my 
Eye, who have been always fo particularly diftin- 
guiflied, that by Way of Eminence they are 
called, the Oratory: I mean Orator H — 
the Champion of Clare-Market, and Or a* 

*roR * the Patron of H n r : Men 

of fo excellent a Frame of Mind, that the firft 
inftruas us no lefs by his elegant Precepts, than 
the laft does by the Example of his admirable 
Manners. 'Tis for this Reafon, hoping to do 
fbme Honour to my Country, I am now prepar- 
ing a Panegyric on thefe illuftrious Perfonages. 
But I am at a lofs, to which of the two I ought 
to give the Preference.'!* Their Eloquence and 
their Wit are equal. Their Pronunciation and' 
their Adion (in which the chief Excellency of 
an Orator confifts) are the fame. They are nei- 
ther of them tinftured with that Mauvais honte^ 
which has rendered fo many learned Men in this 
Country incapable of making a Figure in Public: 
On the contrary they are endowed with a bound- 
lefs Affurance % fome Portion of which is fo ne-

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ceflary to every Man, who fpeaks in a poputal^ 
Aflembly, I lately purchafed their Bufto's ia 
Plaifterof Paris ^ well bronzed. They fo nearly 
refembled each other, that I concluded, they had 
been caft in the fame Mould i till the Statuary 
bid me obferve, that the Face of Orator H— 
was EMBROWNED, but the Face of the other 
was UN-EMBARRASSED. As thcfe are Terms 
of Art, which are only underftood by Connoif- 
feurSy I was not much the wifer for my Artift*s 
Information. However I have placed the Buds 
in my Study next to Detnojibenes and Cicero : 
And, that the Englijh Orators may not be mifta* 
ken, I have caufed their Names to be engraved 
on their Pedeftals. 

But, notwithftanding the Efteem thefe ex- 
cellent Wits have fo juftly acquired, fome of my 
Friends are not well fatisfied with my Defign of 
writing their Panegyric : At leaft they will not 
allow the fame Degree of Merit to Orator, 

as Orator H . They alledge, that 

the former is fuch a Lover of Money, that he 
thinks nothing too bafe, which can furnifh hinx 
with the Means of growing Rich. And they 
have told me a ftrange Story, how he Duped a 
vain wealthy old Woman, and obtained a very 
confiderable Legacy from her, by having fre- 
quently proved with great Art, and Eloquence, 
that old Women^ were the nK)ft important Crea- 
tures in the World ; and that no State could be 
ill governed where an old Woman was the Prime 
Minijler. 

Another 
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. Aftothcr OWcftion, which I have heard has 
been made to the Morals of our Orator^ is, that 
for a large Fee, he will aflert the greateft Ab- 
furdities, or defend the worft Caufe. He has, it 
feems, on fome Occafions afErmed, that Snow is 
hlacky that Fire does not burn^ and that a trading 
Nation will beft profper Ijy being enjlaved and 
impoverijhed. But give me Leave to fay, this is 
a Proof of his great Wifdom, in which he con- 
forms to the Sentiments of his Mafter T!ully 5 
who in all his philofophical Writings aflures us, 
that he doubts of every Thing. And the Exam- 
ple oi Demojihenes will fufficiently juftify a modern 
Orator^ who may happen to change his Opinion, 
and Philippise. For this is the proper Term 
to be ufed, when a Patriot has received a Gra- 
tuity. To fiiy. He has been bribed^ or that he 
has fold his Country i arc Expreflions too grofs 
to DC endured by the Politenefs of the prefent 
Age. 

There remains one Objeftion more to be re- 
moved, and then I may boldly proceed in my 

Panegyric. 'Tis faid, that Orator 

wants Judgment. For no Man of Judgment 
who haid arrived to an high Pitch of Glory, 
would have parted with it for any Confideration : 
Since there is nothing that affords us fo much 
real Happinefe, as the general Efteem of our 
Fellow Citizens. But I do not allow this to be 

Mr. • ^ 's Cafe, or that his Reputation is 

leffened except among thofe only, who do not 
comprehend his new manner of Speaking. 

But 
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But fuppofe, he is not fo popular as formerly t 
This will take nothing from the Dignity of his 
Charafter; if he preferves an Easy Heart. 
And he himfelf aflures us, that his Heart is as 
Easy, as when he received the firft Notice of 

his Legacy. If we do not perceive it, the 

Fault is in us, \\kc Seneca* s Fool, who having 
fuddenly loft her Sight, importuned her Keeper 
to take her abroad, becaufe, as fhe complained,

IT has been the conftant Cuftom of all Fan^^ 
gyrijls of any Judgmfent, who had a Mind 
to celebrate ^Javourite HerOj to raife the Cha- 
rafier of his Enemies to a hi^h Pitchy in order to 
give the World a great Idea of his Condtu^ and 
Courage. Hoker is at infinite Pains to raife the 
Gharader oiHeMor^ before he brings him to be 
killed by Achilles: Virgil does the fame with ro» 
fped to'Turnus ; Milton with refpefit to the Devil f 
'0^aller;m his beautiful Poem upon Cromwell^txaks 
ike Chara^er of the Scottijh Nation, in order to 
add to the Gibry of his Hero's Conqueft* But the 
J)rdent flattering Fools of this Nation, hav6 
taken a quite different Method* It is not our 
Bufihefs to write Panegyricks ; but in Honour 
to tJie Duke and the Troops under his Commandi 
it is to be hoped, we may now tell the Trath of 
bis Enemies. 

By all Accounts of the Battle ofCulloden from 
thofe of both Sides whofeem to be Impartial, it 
is allowed, that tht young Pretender behaved with

i , Then with regard to the Troops he had undec 
hia. Command, if weconfider the Ciicumftanc^ 
they were in, we cannot reckon them fuch Ban^ 
ditti or fuch Poltroons as fhey have been repre?* 
fented by the nonfenjkal CoxttB^ndcnU of our 
more nonfenfical News Papers : They had been 
for feveral Weeks without any Pay, arid without 
any^Provifions but zfcrimp jilkiwance of Oatmeal $ 
which was the Reaibn of their being ib few in 
Number, not being much above 5000, ^ and 
many of thefe not compleatfy armed: They had 
the Night before the Adion .marched 12 Miie6^ 
widi an Intent to furprize the Duke^ and when 
they found or thought themfelves difappointed in 
that, they had marched as far back again ; and 
being clolcly folk)wcdt)y the JDar^r's Army^ were 
obliged to engage in Battle before thqr had either 
Sleep or Refre^ent^ vrhkh was enough to di- 
fpirit any Troops in the World : Yet notwith- 
flanding all this, their front Line, efpeciaUy their 
Right, attacked with a Fury next to Madnefs; 
but being flanked in their advance to the Attack 
by a concealed Batteiy of ^x Pieces of Cannon 

upon 
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Upon the Duke's Left, and received with great 
Firmnefs and Iritrepedity by our Troops, wljp 
kept up their Fire till the Enemy came up to the 
very Muzzles of their MufquetSy and being op- 
posed by frejh Battalions from the Rear^ after 
they had brolce through fome of thofe that were 
in ^i front Line^ they were thrown into Confu- 
iion, and at kftintirely defeated, with a Slaq^- 
ter among thtit Low Country Foot^ -and the Look- 
ers on, which we cannot at prefent give a true 
Account of; for as to the Highlanders^ moft of 
them retreated in fuch Order as to prevent their 
fufFering much in the Purfuit. 
. Thefe are the moft irnpartial Accounts of that 
important Battle, and the mojl likefy to be true, 
that we have been hitherto able to collect; and 
ihefe, furely, will redound much more to the 
Duke*s Honour^ and to the Honour of the T^reops 
tinder his Command, than any of thofe falfe and 
ridiculous Accounts of the Rebels and their 
Jueader^ that have been publ^fhed by Qur brethren 
fiftbe^ili,:
